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DETAILED ACTION 

The indicated allowability of claims 24-27 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Chang (US 6409242B1). Rejections based on the newly 
cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 (second paragraph) as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 24, claim 24 recites the limitation "the mounted navigation 
device" in the claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 25-27 are rejected for the same reason. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall 
not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chang (US 6409242B1 ) and in view of Brunts et al. (US 5964821 A). 

As to claims 24, and 26, Chang basically discloses a navigation assembly 
comprising: a mounting assembly mounted in an open port of a vehicle (see abstract; a 
vehicle roof mounted video display is disclosed, wherein the display is rotatable 1 80° 
about a first axis), the mounting assembly which is the video display including a support 
plate riding up and down a generally linear stem to generally linearly raise and lower 
(see figure 7-9 show the variety position of the mounting assembly 22. In Chang, the 
first stowed position, none of the display can be viewed (figure 5, the mounting 
assembly 22 having display screen faces the housing 24, none of the display can be 
viewed); in a second, intermediate position, only a lower portion of the display may be 
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viewed (figure 9); and in a third position, substantially all of the display may be viewed 
(figure 2 illustrates the display 22 in a viewing position). 

As previously discussed, which concerns to the language: "open port of a vehicle 
resulting from removal of a non-navigation component" is given very little weight in 
apparatus claim. If you have the apparatus, you meet the structure of the claims. That 
type of language is only given substantial weight in method claims. In the case, Chang 
meets all the structure features and therefore meets the claim. 

Chang only fails to disclose a navigation device including a navigation 
component, a processor coupled to the navigation component for calculating a location 
of the navigation device, a memory coupled with the processor for storing cartographic 
data, and a display. 

Brunts et al. discloses a basic navigation system including a navigation 
component (column 2, lines 56-58, position sensing receiver for receiving GPS position 
information signals), a processor coupled with said position sensing receiver (column 2, 
lines 65-67), a memory coupled with the processor for storing cartographic data (see 
column 2, lines 60-62), and a display (column 3, lines 1-5). 

Hence it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the system as taught by Change by substituting 
the navigation system as taught by Brunts et al. in order to switch between a stereo 
system and a navigation system whenever needed. 

As to claim 25, Chang further discloses that the vehicle roof mounted video 
display is operable to pivot left and right about a generally transverse axis (see figure 7). 
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As to claim 27, Chang discloses that the roof mounted video display is rotated 
about the generally transverse axis when said display is in either the intermediate or 
lowered position (see figures 7-9). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-20 are allowable.
